Absolutely nothing! At a time when all are forced to admit the in- 
‘reased suffering among the workers, Hoover calmly gives out state- 
ments that “all is well,” “prosperity is returning.” No material re- 
lief is provided; only soft soap and bunk, this is the policy of the capi- 
talists and their henchmen. 

Only in the Soviet Union is the welfare of the workers considered. 
There unemployment is steadily decreasing with the successful carry- 
re through of the five-year plan. Even the International Labor Of- 
fice is forced to admit that, while in all imperialist nations unemploy- 
ment is steadily increasing, in the Soviet Union there is a substantial 
decrease, And Soviet workers who are unemployed receive regular 
unemployment insurance during the entire period of their unemploy- 
ment. 


Soviet workers also have many other forms of social insurance. 
They are given temporary disability insurance when sick or injured; 
a supplementary benefit for childbirth, infant nursing, and burial of 
a worker or a member of his family; a permanent disability benefit to 
one permanently disabled and to the family in the event of the bread- 
winner’s death; maintenance at rest homes, sanitoriums and health re- 
sorts during sickness.and summer vacations; and free medical aid 
for the worker and his family. All this is given in the Soviet Union, 
where the workers are in control, and the benefits increase each year 
as they strengthen the economy of the country. 

But in imperialist America, despite its boasted prosperity, there is 
not a cent for social insurance. Here 80 per cent of the income of 
the United States government is spent for war. Wall Street can find 
billions of dollars for cruisers, battleships, destroyejg, poison gas, ma- 
chine guns, rifles, and airplanes for use against “the Soviet Union, 
where the workers’ welfare comes first, and against the workers of the 
United States who are struggling for social insurance, but they cannot 
find one cent for the millions of workers who are jobless and starving. 

The workers of the Soviet Union won contro! of their country and 
won their present conditions by revolutionary struggle. 

Only by the revolutionary struggle will the workers of the U. S. 
secure their demands. Through organization and determined fighting 
the bosses’ offensive can be stopped. Unemployment insurance can

FISH SPIES ADD 
TO FORGERIES 


| 


Workers Must Defend 
USSR August First 


NEW YORK.—Venting their spite | 
against the exposure of the Whalen | 
forgeries, apparently, and to keep 
the plan for war on the Soviet 
Union moving, the managers of that 
great propaganda stunt known as 
the “Congressional Committee In- 
vestigating Communism” have dur- 
ing the last two days produced a 
group of fake witnesses. 

Fake documents can be proven 
false by internal evidence, but fake | 
witnesses, coming from no one 
knows where, “testifying” to the 
Fish committee or in the capitalist | 
press without opportunity to the de- 
fense for cross-examination, seem 
safer. 

The latest is an United States 
naval sailor and Canadian war vet- 
eran who calls himself Clarence 
Carlson. In New York evening 
newspapers yesterday he ran a story 
about recognizing P. A. Bogdanov, | 
head of Amtorg, as “the man in 


charge of the prison called 25 


Shpalernay in Leningrad three 
years ago.” 
Doesn't Fit Facts. 

Carlson says he was confined 
there when he crossed the Finland 
Soviet Union border without papers. 
He tells the usual lies about pea- 
sants being shot, etc. The trouble 
with his story is that the Fish in- 
vestigation itself brought out that 
Bogdanov was, before coming to 
Amtorg, in the Commissariat of 
Commerce organization or in indus- 
trial trusts, instead of the political 
side of the Soviet Government, and 
was neither at any time the warden 
of a jail, nor in Leningrad at the 
time of Carlson’s supposed stay in 
Leningrad. 

Convenient Memory. 

The last day of the Fish commit- 
tee’s hearings here developed two 
more. One was the same George 
Djamgaroff, lap-dog of the Stimson 
family, where, according to Spivak’s 
testimony, Mrs. Loomis, sister-in- 
law of the present secretary of state, 
finances his activity. Djamgaroff 
has been sitting in the secret ses- 
sions of the Fish committee and ob- 
viously advising them throughout 
the investigations. Just when the 
Amtorg and Spivak and the printer 
who printed them’ had about blown 
up the Whalen forgeries, Djam- 
garoff suddenly appeared as a wit- 
ness, and testified that he had just 
“recognized” the Amtorg general 
manager, Ziavkin, as “head of the 
flying squad of the Cheka” in Ros- 
tov in 1920. Djamgaroff’s tale was 
accepted gratefully by the previously 
much embarrassed Fish committee. 
There was no cross-examination or 
any movement by the congressmen 
that might shatter the flimsy web. 

How to Stay In U. 8. 

Another liar provided the same 
day was one claiming to be named 
Michael Handler. He admitted he 
entered this country illegally. This 
is one of the talking points of the 
Fish committee—all sorts of threats 
have been made against Reds who 
slip over the border.“ 

But they didn’t threaten Handler. 
Oh, no! Fish reassured him, “You're 
perfectly safe here; you're in Amer- 
ica now and you're perfectly safe.” 

With this promise of apparent 
immunity for illegal entry, Handler 
went ahead and paid his price for 
evading deportation. He said he 
used to belong to the Cheka, and 
that it sent spies to work in Am- 
torg. 

It is evident that no matter how 


many forgeries fail, the Fish com- 


mittee is going ahead to pile up 
fake evidence for its laws against 
labor and its attack on the Soviet 
Union.

N. Y. Rate te Cut 60%; 
Pittsburgh 51.8% 


With the building season at its 
very height, reports from all parts 


of the country show drastic declines 


and growing unemployment among 
the building trades workers. 


July reports for the metropolitan |. . 


area of New York show a daily- 
rate drop in building activities of 
60 per cent below last year. 
year’s rate was 13 per cent below 
1928, hence the present drop is 73 
per cent below the 1928 figure. 

An item from a Pittsburgh news- 
paper shows the big declines in that 
city and in Pennsylvania generally: 

“Pittsburgh showed the largest 
construction decline of 87 cities and 
boroughs in Pennsylyania for the 
month of June. A 51.8 per cent re- 
duction was evidenced in the build- 
ing total of this year as — 
with that of last year.“ 

In its statement of July 23 on 
building operations in prineipal eit- 
ies of the United States the depart- 
ment of labor says: 

“There was a decrease of 8.4 per 
cent in the value of building per- 
mits issued in June, 1930, as com- 
pared with May.” 

The July reports show still fur- 
ther drastic cuts in building opera- 
tions. The whole building program 
scheme of the bosses is a huge flop.

Valley and other agricultural 


centers of California and Arizona 
are unbelieveably rotten. I went 
into the Salt River Valley the Ist 
of April, during the lettuce sea- 
son. Most of the workers there 
are Mexicans, Filipinos, Negroes 
and some Indians. 

The wages for farm help is 25 
cents per hour, shacks are furnish- 
ed for steady help on the ranches. 
The most of the shacks are not fit 
for hogs to live in. Through the 
central west the farmers provide 
much better quarters for thei: 
stock. 

Many places have no floors, 
built of rough lumber with cracks 
an inch wide between the boarder 
and in the early part of the sea- 
son the flies in these climates ar: 
terrible. These shacks are usual. 
ly of small dimensions, 12 by 14 
and 14 by 16 feet. Mostly of one 
room, housing 3 to 6 persons. 

Sanitary conditions are not 
known. The men, women and chil- 
dren work all day in the burning 
sun, without any toilet facilities 
and with ditch water only to drink. 
As the work in these sections is 
seasonal, the whole family is 
forced to work in order to exist.

Z ihe Cuts, Part Time and Unemployment 
Must Be Answered; Join N. T. W. I. U. 


O years ago the silk workers 

of both Easton, Pa., and Phil- 
8 N. d., were being organ- 
zed into the only militant textile 
mion, the National Textile Work- 
vrs. Already there were shop com- 
nittees, mass meetings, etc. Sud- 
lenly there appeared organizers 
‘rom the reactionary United Tex- 
tile Workers’ Union. The silk work- 
ers, being inexperienced, fell for 
she lies handed out to them. They 


believed that by being a part of the 
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A. F. of L. they would get support 
in their struggles against wage- 


2uts. 

The skilled silk workers, like the 
loom-fixers, twisters and warpers, 
were already members of the U. T. 
W. and naturally induced the weav- 
ers to join with them. The N. T. 
W. U. had sent all its best forces 
to Fall River, New Bedford and 
Gastonia, so it had not sufficient 
strength left to prevent the reac- 


tionary U. T. W. from spreading. | 


Thus, U. T. W. Local 1660 was or- 
ganized, about 900 members. 

The bésses did not oppose the U. 
T. W., knowing that it would sooner 
or later betray the workers. There- 
fore the employers of the Gumming 
Silk Co., Nonpareil Silk Co. and 
others recognized this union and so 
began the existence of the Easton 
and Phillipsburg U. T. W. U. and 
the betrayal of the silk workers by 
its leaders. 

Once Fought for Wages. 

The Easton and Phillipsburg silk 
workers always fought militantly 
for higher wages and their rights 
as workers, before the U. T. W. 


" came in. 


In 1926-27, when the bosses cut 
the wages 10 per cent, the silk 
workers, under militant leadership, 
answered with strikes. There were 
seven local strikes. 

In 1929, when the U. T. W. was 
organized, the workers demanded a 
wage scale including all mills. But 
the committee in charge of making 
this wage scale decided that the 
wages in the Nonpareil, Steward 
and Mryline silk mills were high 
enough. 

In the Altchular Bros. and others, 
the workers were forced to work 
for less than even the Nonpareil 
wage scale for the same work, be- 
cause the U. T. W. refused to per- 
mit a strike for higher wages. 


Hours of Work. 

The Easton and Phillipsburg silk 
mills mostly work day and night. 
The day shift works nine hours a 
day and five hours on Saturday and 
the night shift ten hours a day. 
When Local 1660 was organized the 
U. T. W. leaders consented to an 
increase of one hour each shift, 
without any extra pay, although the 
union agreement calls for time and 
a half for overtime. 

During the last six months of 
1929 and the first six months of 
1930 there were several strikes un- 
der the leadership of the U. T. W. 
Almost all fo these strikes were 
lost. 

The Wallace Silk Co. refused to 
recognize even the U. T. W. and 
began to throw out members of 
Local 1660. The leaders declared 
a strike, that is, they recalled those 
workers who were members of the 
union. In other words, they helped 
Mr. Wallace to kick the union mem- 
bers out. They did not build real 
rank and file strike committees and 
spread the strike. The U. T. W. U. 
leaders refused to permit picketing. 
It is now six months since the Wal- 
lace Silk Co. has been running with 


.* ecabs and no picketing is done. 


This in spite of the fact that Local 
1660 has about 1,200 members, in- 
cluding loom fixers, etc., while the 
Wallace Silk Co. has only 100 peo- 
ple working. The leaders even re- 
fuse to pay benefits, forcing a small 
group of workers to go hungry, al- 


though the local is strong enough 


to support them. The same applies 
to the Altchular Bros. Silk Co., who 
at first recognized the union, but 
later cut wages. Here, too, the 
workers were told to leave their 
jobs, but no picketing or strike 
benefit is allowed. For two months 
the plant has been run by scabs and 
nothing is done about it. 
A New Wage Cut. 

Since March the bosses have let 
most of the mills run part time, 
while the Nonpareil Silk Co. closed 
its mill completely. McGinly, the 
president of the company, called the 
workers (about 225) and stated that 
he is forced to “even the wages” 
with Allentown mills, that he can- 
not compete with them, etc., and 
that if the workers agree to a 
wage-cut of one-half a cent a yard 
for day workers and 1 cent for 
night workers both the mills will 
be running ful’ time. 

This question was taken up by 
the executive committee of the lo- 
cal, which refused to let the mem- 
bers take it up themselves. The 
bers of Local 1660 only have a 
to pay $1 a month dues, but 
it comes to the working con- 
they have no rights at all.

Heil, Herberger and others, mostly 
guccessful business men and politi- 
cians, as well as all the silk mill 
owners. Thus the wage-cutting 
conference for the Easton workers 
was started. 
During this conference the lock- 
out atthe Nonpareil was ended, be- 
cause the bosses knew that the U. 
T. W. U. leaders, especially the 
traitor, Mr. Kelly, would be “reason- 
able,” which means that he will be- 
tray the workers. 

Duplicity Clearly Shown. 
On Thursday, July 10, there was 
called a general meeting of all the 
U. T. W. Kelly at this meeting re- 
ported that the. union has reached 
an agreement with all the bosses 
about the wage- cut. This report 
showed that the wage-cut means 
not only a 10 per cent cut on crepe, 
but a 10 to 25 per cent cut on all 
work! 
The discussion lasted four hours. 
Kelly took the floor about seven 
times to defend the plan, on the 
ground that it is a method of even- 
ing up the wages. That is, where 
wages are lower, 10 per cent will 
be cut, and where they were higher, 
25 per cent will be cut! 


With these wage-cuts goes an 
agreement for six months, and, ac- 
cording to the statements in the 
local press, it can be assumed that 
at the end of these six months new 
wage-cuts are contemplated. 

After long discussion the meet- 
ing was dispersed, for the workers 
refused to accept the wage-cut. 
The next meeting was called in 
a hall that holds about 350 and has 
only 196 chairs for a union that 
has 900 weavers alone and with the 
skilled workers over 1,200. It was 
so arranged that the first to come 
were those kers not uffected 
and who sn Tl supporters of the 
machine. More than half of the 
members stood out in the hall and 
stairway and therefore could not 
vote or discuss. At this meeting 
Kelly brought forward the original 
plan of an all around 10 per cent 
wage-cut. Two hundred voted for 
this and 100 against any wage-cut, 
while the majority, who were out- 
side, could not vote at all. 4 


The bosses in the Easton and 
Phillipsburg silk mills will not re- 
main satisfied with this wage-cut 
alone. Their cry that Allentown 
workers work cheaper means that 
they will try to cut some more be- 
cause the bosses in Allentown are 
doing the same, so as to force the 
effects of the economic crisis on 
the shoulders of the silk workers, 
with ‘the help of “honorable gentle- 
men,” including the U. T. W. U. 
leaders. 


Fellow-workers, the only way to 
stop these unceasing wage-cuts and 
general worsening of conditions is 
by leaving the bosses’ union, the 
U. T. W. U., and forming a local of 
the only textile workers’ union, 
which is organized in the interest 
of the textile workers, as well as 
run by the textile workers them- 
selves! This union is the National 
Textile Workers’ Industrial Union. 
We can do this by turning our 
entire Local 1660, except for the 
traitors, into the N. T. W. U. and 
together with the textile workers 
of Allentown and the other work- 
ers we will go forward to a vic- 
torious struggle against all wage- | 
cuts, no matter where they take 
place!

Show Growing 
Danger ot War 


“A constant struggle is going 
on between the forces of progress 
and the forces of reaction: be- 
tween the capitalists and land- 
lords, and the revolutionary work- 
ers and peasants: between the im- 
perialist powers and the Soviet 
Union. To solve the international 
crisis of capitalism and to gain a 
vast new market for exploitation 
the imperialists are now seeking 
to destroy the Soviet Union. This 
is the most important fact in in- 
ternational politics in the present 
era.“ 


12 statement appears in the bril- 

liant pamphlet of the well known 
chemical expert, Donald A. Cameron. 
It is called Chemical Warfare and 
is one of the series just issued by 
International Pamphlets. Cameron 
is more than a chemist. He under- 
stands thé political and economic 
forces at work in both the capitalist 
world and that part of it—one-sixth 
of the earths’ surface—over which 
the peasants and workers now rule. 


He analyzes the drive.of the capital- 
ists for war on the Soviet Union, 
and the methods that will be — 
to prosecute the coming war. The 
vital part to be played in it by the 
chemical industry is developed, and 
the various kinds of gases used in 
warfare are described carefully but 
in popular language. 


The chemical and allied products 
industry in the United States em- 
ploys 381,000 workers. The chemical 
industry is divided up among collos- 
sal corporations with international 
connections. Cameron shows how 
important it is for these chemical 
workers to be organized into left 
wing unions and to realize the im- 
portance of August 1, day of inter- 
national struggle against imperial- 
ist war. 

Contrasting the long hours, low 
wages and speed-up in American 
chemical plants with those of the 
chemical workers in the Soviet 
Union he tells of the popular volun- 
tary organization—the Society for 
Promotion of Aviation and Chem- 
istry—composed .of 4,000,000 work- 
ers in the Soviet Union who are 
helping to build the defenses of the 
workers’ republic. He ealls for the 
organization “of all the American 
chemical workers under militant 
leadership pledged to fight agres- 
sively against war and the capital- 
ist system that produces war.” 

Workers taking part in the Aug. 
1 demonstrations will also learn 
much of the international forces 
making for war from the pamphlet 
called War in the Far East written 
by Henry Hall, a well informed 
newspaper man specializing in for- 
eign affairs. Hall confirms the 
analysis of the left wing when he 
writes: 

“Daily the campaign against the 
Soviet - Union gathers momentum. 
Under the guise of safeguarding 
religeous liberty, political demo- 
cracy, the virtue of womanhood or 
the purity of the white race, the 
capitalist press of the world carries 
on a relentless propaganda 
paign against the Soviet Union;

A. F. L. Fakers 


The Montana Development Asso- 
ciation, better known as the “open- 
shop” organization, of which the 
Anaconda Copper Mining Co. and 
the Montana Power Co. are the 
guiding spirits, in collusion with the 
officialdom of the A. F. of L., has 
betrayed the Butte 
The men were opposing a 
wage-cut. 


The machinists in the automobile 
shops were chosen by the enemies 
of labor as the weakest spot in the 
labor movement. They were noti- 
fied by their bosses of a dollar a 
day wage-cut. This was met with 
a strike. About a week later the 
teamsters’ and truckdrivers’ agree- 
ment expired. They, too, were 
asked to take a wage-cut, which 
was likewise met with a strike. 

The bosses put on scabs, which 
were beaten up by the strikers. So 
the sheriff put on about 40 gunmen 


to protect the rate. Then, to fur- 
ther hamper the strikers, the city 


mayor deputized about twenty of 
the teamsters, making police offi- 
cers of them, to also help protect 
the rats. This move was sanctioned 
by the “labor leaders,” and the 
teamsters didn’t see through the 
trick at first, but they became very 
sore about it later. 

Fire Clerks. 
The merchants who ordered goods 
from the unfair wholesale houses 
immediately discharged the clerks 
who refused to handle the pnfair 
goods. Meantime, the open-shop 
forces demanded all business houses 
close. The order was obeyed by the 
patrons of the corporation bank 
only. Those who didn’t close their 
stores were threatened by the Mon- 
tana Power Co. with having their 
electric light shut off, but the bluff 
didn’t work. 
After the stores were closed for 
a week the labor leaders met with 
the open-shop gang unofficially, 
and the plans were laid for driving 
the strikers back on the job at the 
masters’ terms. 

The “copper press” has been very 
careful not to mention the terms 
of the betrayal, but the strikers are 
telling that they are forced to take 
the cut and that they are forced to 
work with the scabs. The machin- 
ists took a cut of a dollar a day. 
The teamsters took fifty cents. The 
elerks lost their Saturday afternoon 
vacation. If there were any other 
conditions lost by the “labor fak- 
ers’” betrayal, it hasn’t been made 
known. 

Leaving the A. F. of L. 

The capitalist press claims that 
the committee acting for the strik- 
ers was not officially representing 
the labor organizations, but chat the 
strikers accepted the terms. How- 
ever the truth may be, the strikers 
are furious over the sell-out and 
are ng of discarding the whole 
machinery of the A. F. of L. and 
joining a new organization which 
will fight for the workers to the 
last ditch. 

The workers in general will even- 
tually have to join the Trade Union 
Unity League, which is supplanting 
the rotten A. F. of L. throughout 
the country. 4

Is No Solution for Poor Farmers

Five republican senators from the 
wheat states have called on Chair- 
man Legge of the Farm Board to 
try, in a somewhat helpless way, to 
get the Board to buy more of the 
surplus on the grounds that this 

would hold up the falling price. 
These five “wise men” are said 
to have presented “the plight of the 
farmer,” but no farmer should be 


‘so innocent as to think so. They 


presented their own plight, these 
republican senators, who fear the 
farmer vote. 

The hypocrisy of these republie- 
ans is appalling. Senators Capper 
and Allen of Kansas have discover- 
ed that people are hungry—but not 
in Kansas. Like marvelous discov- 
eries are made by McMaster of 
South Dakota, Pine of Oklahoma, 
and Howell of Nebraska. These in- 
credibly wise men have discovered 
that people are hungry—but neither 
in their own states or anywhere 
else in the U. S. A. Strange as it 
may seem, all the hungry people 
are “in India and China.” 

So these republicans, “for the 
farmers,” of course“ (not!) want the 
surplus wheat sent to India and 
China, and when Legge tells them 
the Farm Board has no funds “with 
which to give away wheat,” they 
become disconsolate, and say that 
the Farm Board is a failure. 

Of course these republicans never 
heard that there are 8,000,000 job- 
less workers and their families go- 
ing hungry in the United States, 
who—if they received unemploy- 
ment insurance as they should but 
do not—would be only too glad to 
eat the wheat of the Western far- 
mers. These republicans have never 
heard, we suppose, that wage cuts 
everywhere are stealing the bread 
out of the mouths of millions of 
other workers, who would be very 
pleased, if they had the money, to 
buy more flour, eat more bread, 
cakes and flapjacks. 

Confessed Hypocrites. 

These unspeakable hypocrites are 
those of the ruling. party of this 
nation, which has refused to “sub- 
sidize” as their pal, Senator Fess, 
called it, the millions of starving 
unemployed, by establishing unem- 
ployment insurance for the workers 
of this country. They are against 
that, but they approve and as stock- 
holders of capitalist corporations, 
actually profit from the wage cuts 
suffered by workers. 

Senator Pine has the gall to say, 
at this hour, that he doubts “that 
a dozen members of Congress con- 
sidered the Agricultural Marketing 
Act would accomplish its purpose” 
when they voted for it. Why, then, 
did these scoundrels vote for it? 
This is a late hour to be putting in 
an alibi of disagreement. No, the 
republican party voted for it and 
these five by their votes, endorsed 
this fraud. 

But, so also, did the democrats! 
And where does Senator Caraway, 
who comes bawling through the fog 
of “farm relief” wiseacres, get a 
license to run loose denouncing the 
Farm Board, without at least pro- 
posing something? Caraway, with 
a demagogy equalled only by his 
ignorance, in trying to catch the 
votes for democratic fakers that are 
falling away from republican fak- 


ers, takes up two complains against 
the Farm 

First, he says that it tries to get 
the farmers to reduce production 
of wheat, because when there is so 
much wheat to export, it interferes 
with the “export of industrial com- 
modities!” Such stupidity is unusu- 
al. Suppose that a worker in Brazil 
wants a pair of shoes and a farmer 
in Yugoslavia wants a_ tractor, 
Caraway insists the former would 
be satisfied to go barefoot if wheat 
he doesn’t want would be thrust 
upon him, that the farmer who 
wants a tractor and can raise his 
own wheat in Yugoslavia, must 
nonetheless take wheat or cotton 
and get along without a tractor, 
Caraway must think that the far- 
mers are as stupid as he is, if he 
expects them to believe this kind 
of stuff. 

Secondly, he says that the Farm 
Board is working on the idea or 
with the purpose—“to provide 
cheaper food for the consuming cen- 
ters.” One would think this is a 
crime,. from the way he puts it. 
And he acon the Farm Board of 
that crime. Well, the Farm Board 
is guilty of trime, all right, but 
certainly not this one. 

Conceals Farm Board Crimes. 

And in making this stupid charge 
Caraway is concealing the real 
crime of the Farm Board to fasten 
finance capital onto agriculture 
more than ever, and more than ever 
as a parasite, through pushing bank- 
ing control over the fake “coopera- 
tives,” through getting into the 
clutches of the great banks the en- 
tire network of marketing organ- 
ization. These “cooperatives” might 
—but not always—help the rich far- 
mers, but they only make life hard- 
er for the poor farmers, while any 
fool knows that the marketing or- 
ganizations are not going to “pro- 
vide cheaper food” for the consum- 
ers. 

This jackass from Arkansas re- 
peats the moldy rubbish about the 
interests of the “city” and opposed 
to “agriculture,” as though the 
“city” people are all of one econo- 
mie class, rather than workers and 
capitalists, robbers and robbed, and 
as though, also, on the farms, there 
are not poor farmers and rich far- 
mers, whose interests are opposed. 

Workers and Farmers. 

This numbskull of reaction thus 

tries to set the poor farmers against 


the cities, and keep them from unit- 
ing against the enemies of both— 
the big capitalists, the bankers, the 
landlords; the exploiters and robbers 
of those who toil both in industry 
and on the land. 

Farmers should not fall for this 
bunk. Nor must they depend any 
longer on illusions of what Congress 
will do or not do. They themselves 
must act. They must learn to strike, 
yes, to strike! Just like industrial 
workers do! Form committees of 
«ction by townships spread them 
over counties and states. Prepare to 
strike to reduce rents, to reduce 
taxes, to refuse tc pay mortgages! 
Or interest! Write to the United 
Farmers leave, Bismarck, North 
Dakota, which will call a national 
conference to orgarize powerful ac- 
tion. Act now, act for Sieg ata 
farmers!

the stock market crash, 

It was in the basic industries, 
such as steel, automobile, -Agricul- 
tural implements, cotton goods in- 
dustries, etc., says the Board re- 
port, that the great increase in un- 
employment took place. 

This is just added proof of the 
sharpening of the crisis and an- 
other crushing blow to the “prom- 
ises” of improvement that have 
been rife in the capitalist press. 

Department store sales, which in 
the first period of the crisis, were 
maintained at a “normal” level are 
now going down. Even the mail 
order houses, despite the cut in 
prices, report lower sales. This 
shows the improvement of the 
workers whose savings are disap- 
pearing. An even larger number is 
on the brink of starvation. 

What the Federal Reserva@Board 
does not point out is that during 
July further declines took place; 
that in August automobile produc- 
tion and steel output will go down 
to new low levels—probably even 
lower than the 40 per cent output 
of December, 1929.

5. The Turm of the Peasantry Towards So- 
cialism and the Tempo of Development of the 
Seviet and Collective Farms. 

The peasantry has not turned suddenly to- 
wards collectivization. It is a turn which in- 
deed could not be taken abruptly. It is true 
that the slogan of collectivization was issued 
as early as the Fifteenth Party Congress. But 
the proclamation of the slogan does not suf- 
fice to ensure that the masses of the peasantry 
follow it. To accomplish this one other point 
is necessary, and that is to convince the peas- 
ants themselves of the correctness of the slo- 
gan proclaimed, so that they adopt it as their 
own slogan. Therefore this turn has been 
gradually prepared. It has been prepared by 
the whole course of our development, by the 
whole development of our industry, above all 
of the industry procuring machines and trac- 
tors for agriculture. It has been prepared by 


the policy of determined combat against the | 


kulaks and by the course taken by our grain 
collecting campaign in their new forms in 1928 
and 1929, placing the kulak undertakings un- 


der the control of the masses of the middle 


and poor peasantry. 

This turn has been further prepared by the 
development of the agricultural co-operatives, 
which have taught the peasants of the individ- 
ual farms the art of collective work. It has 
been prepared by the network of collective 
farms enabling the peasants to recognize the 
advantages of collective forms of economic 
undertakings as compared with individual un- 
dertakings. And finally, it has been prepared 
by the network of Soviet farms which are 
spread all over the Soviet Union, and are 
equipped with up-to-date technical aids, en- 
abling the peasants to convince themselves of 
the powers and advantages of modern tech- 
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nics. It would be wrong to see in our Soviet 
farms solely a source of grain supplies. In 
reality the Soviet farms, with their new tech- 
nical equipment, with the help which they 
give the peasantry, with their hitherto un- 
known economic range, are that leading force 
which has facilitated this turn among the mas- 
es of the peasantry, and led them onto the path 
of collectivization. 

Upon this basis the“ mass co'lectivization 
movement of millions of r and middle peas- 
ants has come into being. beginning in the 
second half of 1929, and opening the. period of 
the great tri nsformation in the life of our 
country. 

What measures were taken by the Ae. 
that it might meet this movement in a state 
of perfect preparedness, and might place itself 
at its head? 

The measures of the C. C. have been along 
three lines: Along the line of the organiza- 
tion and financing of the Soviet farms, along 
the line of the organization and financing of 
the collective farms, ard finally along the line 
of the organization of the construction of trac- 
tors and agricultural machinery, and of the 
provisioning of the village with these machines 
by means of machirery and tractor stations, 
by means of,tractog gangs, etc. 

(a) As early ag April. 1928, the Political 
Bureau of the C.C. resolved upon the organ- 
ization of new Soviet farms within three to 
four years, and calculated that by the end of 
this term these Soviet farms would put at 
least 100 million poods of grain on the market. 
This decisi n was then confirmed by the Plen- 
um of the C.C. The grain trust was organ- 
ized, and received the order to carry out the 
decision. At the same time a decision was

E 16th.anniversary of the imperialist war 

is approaching. Under the slogan of a 
“War to end all wars,” the capitalists and their 
governments succeeded in forcing the work- 
ers to wage the most horrible war in history 
in the interest of the capitalist class.

tions of exploitation. Due to the policy of the 
. bosses of replacing skilled by unskilled women 
workers as a cheap labor source, and to the 
severe unemployment, women today are in 
many instances becoming the sole breadwin- 
ners of the family and as such have the dou- 
dle burden of factory and home. Through the 
low wages of women workers, no vacations, 
lack of maternity, unemployment and social 
insurance of any kind, the bosses are able to

powers against the Soviet Union. 


The growing economic crisis sharpens the 
struggle for world markets and sources for 
raw material among the imperialist powers, 
greatly increasing the danger of a new war 
among the imperialist nations and in particu- 
lar against the Soviet Union. How feverishly 
the imperialist countries are preparing for war 
can best be judged when we examine the ex- 
penditure in the past year for armaments. In 
1913, the U. S., England, France, Italy and 
Japan, spent $1,040,000,000 for armaments, in 
1926, $1,770,000;,000 and in 1930, they are to 
spend $2,600,000,000. In other words, since 
the war and in spite of the fake “peace” pacts 
and so-called limitation of armaments confer- 
ences, the outstanding imperialist countries 
more than doubled their expense for war prep- 
arations. The U. S. A. will spend $2,831,825,- 
962 a year for preparations and results of war 
according to a tabulated statement submitted 
by Senator Wesley L. Jones, chairman of the 

*Senate Court of Appropriations, but not one 
cent for the relief of the eight million work- 
ers and their families, 


War is being prepared, not only technically, 
but also politically and psychologically. The 
ruling class in the U. S., together with the fas- 
cist A. F. of L., and the socialist party are 
paving the way to lead the workers submis- 
sively into the next war, by keeping the facts 
of U. S. war preparations from the working 
class, and by creating illusions that peace is 
possible under capitalism. 

The Fish “investigation,” the Pope, Elihu 
Root, and the fascist A. F. of L., the socialist 
party, the renegades of Communism, are all 
united against the Communist Party and the 
American working class. They are trying to 
check the rising militancy and resistance of

The area cultivated (for grain) by the Asso- 
ciation of the Sugar Beet Soviet Farms was 
780,000 hectares in 1928-29, 820,000 hectares in 
1929-30, 860,000 in 1930-31, and will reach 
980,000 hectares in 1931-32 and 990,000 hec- 
tares in 1932-33. 

This means in the first place that by the 
end of the Five-Year Plan all Soviet farms, 
taken together, will be growing grain on an 
area one million hectares greater than that 
now cultivated in Canada. (Applause.) 

With respect to the gross production and the 
production of market grain, by the Soviet 
farms, the last few years have brought the 
following developments: In 1927-28, the gross

production of all Soviet farms amounted to 


million ewt., of which 19 million cwt. were 
market grain; in 1929-30, according to all data, 
28.2 million ewt. will be reached, of which 18 
million cwt.

grain; in 1930-31, we shall have 71.1 million 


ewt., of which 62 million cwt. (370 million 
poods) will be market grain, etc., etc. 

These are the results already obtained and 
to be expected from the Soviet farming policy

According to the decision of the Polbureau 
of the C. C. of April, 1928, on the organiza- 
tion of new Soviet farms, we should have re- 
ceived at least 100 million poods of market 
grain in 1931-32. In reality we shall receive 
from the new Soviet farms alone more than 
200 million poods in 1931-32. This oT: the 
actual program. 

Those who ridiculed the decision of the Pol- 
bureau made nobody but themselves ridiculous. 
According to the Five-Year Plan confirmed by 
the Soviet Congress, we were to attain a enl- 
tivated area of 5 million be in the whole 
of the Soviet farms of all systems by the end 
of the five years. In reality we have already 
in this year reached a cultivated area of 3.8 
million hectares, controlled by the Soviets, and 
next year, the third of the Plan, the area will 
be 8 million hectares. 

This means that in three years we carry 
out and outdistance the Five-Year program of 
Soviet farming development. According to 
the Five-Year Plany we should have a gross 
production of grain in the Soviet farms of 
54.3 million ewt. In reality the Soviet farms 
have already reached a gross production of 
grain of 28.2 million cwt. and next year we 
shall have 71.1 million cwt. 

This means that in thre years we carry out 
and outdistance the gross production of grain 
as laid down in the Five-Year Plan.
